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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -3, 7, and 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 1 recites a multi-layer structure comprising at least an inner 
layer, an outer layer and an intermediate layer, said intermediate layer having an 
islands-in- a-sea structure comprising a resin A constituting sea portions and a 
functional resin composition B constituting island portions, the resin composition B 
having gas-barrier and oxygen-absorbing properties and comprising a gas-barrier resin, 
an oxidizing organic component and a transition metal catalyst, the sea portions 
occupying not more than 80% of the area of the intermediate layer in cross section, and 
the inner layer and the outer layer being resins having adhesiveness to said resin A. 

The closest prior art teaches the resin composition B having gas-barrier and 
oxygen-absorbing properties and comprising a gas-barrier resin, an oxidizing organic 
component and a transition metal catalyst, however, fails to teach or render obvious, an 
intermediate layer in a multilayer structure comprising the resin composition B having 
gas-barrier and oxygen-absorbing properties and comprising a gas-barrier resin, an 
oxidizing organic component and a transition metal catalyst, as an island in an islands- 
in- a-sea structure, such that resin A does not occupy more than 80% of the area of the 
intermediate layer in cross section.
